should be executed. They made this demand 
because they claimed so many young men 
were being ensnared md the widows’ fascina- 
tions.

“Tf one woman demands her right to suf- 


frage every Illinois should make it

IN ONE DISTRICT. 


| All Along Jefferson Street, 


and Each Demanding Spe- 
cial Calls: for the 
Engines. 


INCENDIARISM FEARED. 


First Destroys Two ‘Seven 
‘Story Buildings, Caus- 
ing a Loss of 
$250,000. 


Three fires starting within four blocks of 
each other along Jefferson street and within 
two hours, all demanding special calls for 
engines, put a part of the west sidein a panic 
last night, and afforded basis for a charge of 
incendiarism. 

The first of the three fires was at Monroe 
and Jefferson streets, where two seven 
story buildings were destroyed, entailing a‘: 
property loss of more than $250;000. Hardly 
was this fire under control when another 
was discovered two blocks north, at 79 


Jefferson street. 

‘This had just been placed out of danger 
when the third fire was discovered at Lake | 
and Jefferson streets. These three fires, 
taken in connection with the fact that a 
month before blazes, under similar condi- 
tions in the same general locality, had been, 


laid to incendiaries, lent color to the charge 
that fire bugs were at work. Another view 
-was that the second and third fires were 
started by brands from the first. 

Scores of lodging house residents were 
forced to organize bucket brigades and fight 
a rain of sparks from the roofs of their 
small hotels in West Madison street, while 
the first fire was in progress. 


‘Monroe Street Fire 

Starting in the building at 75-77 Monroe 
street, occupied by the Curtis Coffin com- 
pany, the first fire and the largest one spread 
to the adjoining seven story building and de- 
stroyed both aimost entirely. This fire oc- 
curred at 7:45 p. m.. For the coffin firm it 
was the second time its stock has been thus 
destroyed within a year. 

The fire grew to great was 
visible for miles. Families in the neighbor- 
hood were ‘driven out of their houses and 
storekeepers dismantied their shops in the 
face of showers of burning fragments, which 
made the surrounding streets almost im- 
passable. Women, «with wet blankets 
wrapped around them as protection against 
the rain of sparks, were hurried out of their 
homes and to places of safety. The contents 

of small stores were piled on the sidewalks, 
with the owners standing guard over them 
and stamping out the fire as it fell. 

By the time the department had reached 


| the fire it was beyond control in the coffin 


factory and was spreading to the adjoining

The former build- 
ing, in which the coffin factory was located, 
had been the “‘ De Soto hotel ’’ formerly, hav- 
‘ing been bullt for world’s fair purposes. To 
this fact was ascribed the rapidity with 
which the fire spread. Before the firemen 
had been at work an hour the walis were 
falling, and the hosemen working in Mon- 
-roe street were in constant danger from the 
“front walls, which threatened momentarily 
to collapse. 

A strike has been in progress at the coffin 
factory, and from this fact it was held as 
probable that the origin of the big blaze 
was incendiary, but Mr. a discredited 
the rumor. 

“T have enough in my em- 
ployés not to believe thhkt the fire was in- 
cendiary,”’ he said. | 


Volunteer Bucket Brigades. | 

The fire department was assisted byl the 
residents of the neighborhood in preventing 
the spread of-the fire to smal! stores and 
eottages adjoining. Directly west of the 
burning buildings was the plant formerly oc- 
cupied by the coffin company, which was 
burned last spring. To the north of this 
shell were two small stores, from which the 
proprietors, Jacob Oliff and Jacob Frank, 
had been obliged to remove their goods. On 
the roof of Barney McGuire's lodging house 
and on the tops of other buildings in the 
neighborhood the volunteer bucket brigades 
worked strenuously against the sparks. 


Other Fires—Small Loss. 

While the neighborhood was still in con- 
fusion the second fire was discovered at 79 
Jefferson street—two blocks farther north. 
This building was occupied by the R. A. 
Schultz Paper Box company and the Thomas 
Bunton restaurant company. By energetic 
work the firemen put out the fire and the 
damage did not amount to more than $1,000, 

The third fire was in the grain and feed 
store of Theodore P. Kluppenberg at 45 Jef- 
ferson street. Here again the fire was ex- 
tinguished before the damage had amounted 
to more than $500, 

the second fire the watchman 
his opinion that it had been of incendiary 
origin. He asserted that he had been In the 
rear of the building and had recurned to the 
front, not having been absent more than 
‘fve minutes. When he returned the flames 
were coming from the second floor. 

A few minutes. before midnight crossed 
wires Im the saloon of Bernstein Brothers 
caused a blaze at Van Buren and Halsted 
streets, which was quickly extinguished by 
the tired firemen. Almost before they had 
reeled up their hose they were called to 
Adams and Halsted streets by a false alarm. 


Big.Grain Elevator Burns, 

At midnight a fire was discovered in a big 
grain elevator at Eighty-ninth street and the 
Illinois Central tracks, and the structure 
practically was destroyed. The building was

SWIFT SUBD FOR DIVORCE STEWART 37,000; 


CHARLES H., LATE PACKER’S SON, 
ACCUSED OF CRUELTY. 


Wife Charges in a Bill Filed in the 

Clireuit: Court That Her Husband 
Repeatedly Struck Her with His 
Fist—Plaintif#® Is in Europe and De- 
fendant Refiises to Discuss the Case 
~—Petition Is Considered a 
able Document. 


Charles od Swift, third son of the late 
Gustavus F. Swift, and member of the pack- 
ing firm of Swift & Co., yesterday was made 
the object of a bill for divorce filed by his 
wife, Mrs. Lutie Morrill Swift. On charges 
of cruelty the Circuit court ts evegecta to dis- 
solve the marriage ties. 

In her bill Mrs. Swift asserts that her hus- [ 
band has been guilty of extreme and repeated 
cruelty, these acts beginning in 1901, seven 
years after their marriage. Specific men- 
tion of certain acts of cruelty then are set 
out thus: i 

“That the defendant struck her with his 


fist Nov. 1, 1901, and on or about the first day 


of March, 1902, and again on or about the 
10th day of November, 1902, he again struck 
the complainant with his fist.” 

Alimony is asked in such sum as the court 
may adjudge. Mrs. Swift asserts her hus- 
band has real estate in Cook county valued 
at $10,000, and that he also is the owner of 
personal property to the same amount. His 
income, she avers, amounts to a large sum 
annually, “the exact amount being un- 
known” to the complainant. 


Swift Refuses to Discuss Case,

Father John, in a letter tothe university, 
declines the ‘ degrading honor of being 
placed on the same footing as that godless 
man. Count Leo Tolstoi, the worst heretic 
of our evil days, and surpassing in intellec- 
tual pride all former heretics. 

‘*T do not want to be associated with anti- 
Christ,’’ he says. ‘‘ Moreover, I am astound- 
ed that the council burns incense to an author 
who is the personification of Satan,”’ 


Father John of Cronstadt (Joann Sergieff) 
is known by name to almost every person in 
the Russian empire. Wher he is expected ata 
railroad statfon or a house thousands gather 
to see him, and the words “ Father John is 
going to pass’’ are sufficient to cause the 
congregation of an immense crowd anywhere. 
He is the son of poor parents, and from his 
early years showed that he possessed re- 
markable powers. As a bachelor of theology 
he worked among te poor in the Russian 
capital.

It is 
expected that during the week considerable 
evidence -wiH -be forthcoming frem this 
squece, , Conyinging,evigepce, of the criminal 
extravagance of the ring has been secured, 
it is sald, by inspectors working on the case, 
Which léads them to believe thére will be a 
wholesale decapitation or many resignations 
within thenearfuture. . .... 

Such a mass of this evidence h 


as been ob- 
tained that the inepeectors themselves are as- 
tonished at the e#travagant waste of public 


money. Every maj) bring installments of in- 


formation here, It comes from the post- 
masters throughout the country, who, after 
examining their books, have found that sup- 
plics in unlimited quantities, which were not 
asked for, were forced upon them, : 

Recently nearly all the mail boxes through- 
out the country were repainted and on thfs 
work the government was. mulcted of thou- 
sands of dollars. it is charged. It costs 
the government 97 cents to have each box 
repainted. Agents of the department are 
sent from Washington to superintend this 
work. Their expenses. including railroad 
fare, sleeping car berths and hotel bills 
are paid by the government. Recently the 
department paid a bill of $1,050 for one of its 
painters to go to Louisville to superintend 
the work there, It has developed in an un- 
expected manner that the government is 
paying an exorbitant price for painting these 


boxes. 
A short time ago the boxes in one of the 


1 small southern cities required painting and as 
‘the agents of the department were busy, they 


could not superintend the work. The bids 
were advertised and the contract awarded 
to a local painter, who did the work for 38 
cents for each box.‘and he made a handsome 
profit at that price. This is but one illustra- 
tion of the manner in which the government 
funds are being wasted. In addition to pay- 
ing 59 cents more for painting a box than 
it can be done by private contracts, the gov- 
ernmerit is called upon to pay the extrava- 
gant expenses of the few favorite members 


of the ring. 


New letter boxes have been placed in many 
cities. The old boxes were more satisfactory 
than the new ones, and an investigation has 
developed that there was no necessity for 
the change. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have been wasted in purchasing new 
boxes, which are inferior to the ones re- 
placed. 

Experiments are being constantly conduct- 
ed. any new and useless articles have been 
purchased by the department, and it is said 
this criminal extravagance is sufficient cause 
for the removal of certain officials, even if 
there had been no gollusion or corruption. 

Even the overworked and underpaid let- 
ter carriers have been the victims of the ex 
travagant ideas of certain officials. Post- 
men were ordered to wear a star or a stripe 


‘upon their sleeves to indicate how many 


years they had been in the service. One de- 
sign was adopted and the carriers ordered to 
purchase it at a costof25centseach. Short- 
ly afterwards. another design was decided 
upon, and thena thirdone. At each change 
of design the carriers were required to make 
new purchases. Inquiry is to be made ag to 


‘the motive for forcing the carriers to wear 
these stars and why the design was changed 


so often. These stars and stripes do not ada 
to the efficiency of the postal service it ts 
maintained, but on the contrary have caused 
much digsatisfaction and grumbling. It ig. 
true the government did not pay for these in- 
signias of service, but’ the carriers were 


forced to do so undef protest

Large Wage Inereases and 
Improvements in Working 


RULES ‘TO BE. REVISED. 


Settlement Comes After Constan t 
Meetings Following End of 
Federal Injunction. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 4.—Afier four months 
of controversy. over wages between the em- 
Ployés of the Wabash railroad and the of- 
ficials of that system, during which time a 
strike was only prevented by a federal] in- 
junction, the differences were finally settled 
this evening. 

The exact terms of the settlement are stated 
in the following letters submitted to the com- 
mittees tonight by acting President Ashley 


“An amicable adjustment of the differ- 
ences with respect to wages and conditions 
of employment, which have been the subject 
of recent*negotiations and litigations, will 
be entirely acceptable to this company under 
the following terms: 

“1. The advance’ made on the western 
division will be 12 per eent for passenger 
conductors, brakemen, and baggemen, and 
15 per cent for conductors and brakemen 
in through, local, mixed, and work train 
service, over the rate in effect Jan. 1, 1902. 
This scale will be extended to the middle and 
eastern division, when similar advances 
are made on other competing lines in the 
same territory, with the understanding that 
the liinois Central and the Chicago and 
Alton railroads shall be eoneidered com- 
*peting lines of the middle division. 

**2. On the 1880-1890 and the five Council 
Biuff.0. & St. L. ten wheel engines $2.35 per 
190 miles for firemen. 

**3.. West of the Mississippi river we will 
discontinue the practice of using two engines | 
on one freight train. except under conditions 
where it is unavoidable and not for the pur- 
pose of increasing train tonnage. 

“4. The rules and regulations governing | 


the service shall be made equally favorable 


to employés as those of other lines operating 
in the same territory under similar condi- 
tions. and to effect that end the president 
upon his return, or the management of the 
company, will confer with employés beth in- 
dividually or threugh committees of em- 
ployés when desired from time to time. 
“5. The schedule of wages and conditions 
of employment, when so established. shall 
be binding upon the employés and the com-

"8 The strike order heretofore « issued 
shall. be canceled and called off by both or- 
ganizations. 

“® The officers of the “admpany will not 
discriminate in. favor <f or against any 
empiore because of his brotherhood associa- 
tion. 

“40. Firemen on the Buffalo division will 
be paid the same scale as on the Canada 
Southern division of. the Michigen Central 
rallroad ff there is no agreement. with the 
Grand Trunk which precludes so doing.

This letter makes it apparent that one of 
the points which the employés scored was 
the acknowledgment that the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the Chicago and Alton were com- 
peting lines. This had been previously de 
nied by Pregjident Ramsey.

LONDON, April 4.—The Times today pub- 
lishes an interview of its Lisbon corre- 
spondent with one of the most eminent Portu- 
guese statesmen, the gist whereof is to de- 
clare the existence of a definite offensive and 
defensive alliance between the two govern- 
ments.

those ports which, while benefiting the Portu- 
guese, will not offend their national pride. 


Value of the Alliance. 

But there are other features to this re- 
nascence of the old alliance. It indicates 
the conviction of Great Britain that the At- 
lantic no less than the Mediterranean has 
strategic importance. It marks, too, the im- 
portance the emalier states and powers have 
} assumed in the field of international affairs. 
The strategic value of Portugal's fixed 
friendship is apparent in view of her posses- 
sion of the Azores and other islands, not to 
mentfon her own seaboard. Parallels may 
be found in the position of Roumania as a

PARIS, April 4.—M. Pelletan, the minis- 
ter: of marine, has placed a ‘vessel at the 
disposal of Zuchowiecki of Larochelle for 
the continuance of his interesting experiment 
with his life saving apparatus. This con- 
sists of a large kite of oiled cloth with four 
air. bags In the head to ‘maintain its equil- 
ibrium. - The kite’s tail consists of six cloth 
pockets in the form of fire buckets. sus- 
pended one above the other.

Zuchowlecki threw himself into the water 
with the apparatus eight times a few days 
ago in a gale of wind and came safely ashore, 
pulled by- the kite, from agdistance of 500,

retaries witnessed the experiments, which 
were entirely successful, as was also one 
with a dummy. It is probable the kites soon 
will be adopted in the French navy, and also 
on fishing and merchant ships. .

THE TWO TRACTION PROGRAMS. — 
“No agreement with the traction com- 
panies until» municipal ownership legisla- 
ticn shall have been enacted.” This is 
Mayor Harrison's traction program. , He 
will adhére to it if reélected. Unless 
an enabling act is’ passed at this session 
or at a special session there will be no 
settlement of the traction question with 
the mayor’s consent during the next two 
years. That is his ultimatum. The peo- 


ple may demand a settlement to get rid 


of street car service which.is bad and is 
A majority of the coun- 
ci} may pass an ordinance embodying 
terms satisfactory to.the people and just 
to the city, but it will not go into operation 
unless two-thirds of the aldermen” shall 
unite to override the veto of the mayor. 
That official must be reckoned with where 
legislation:.is concerned... _ 
If Mayor Harrison were to take the 
ground that municipal ownership at the 
earliest possible moment is desirable, that 
the city has or will have within a year or 
two tlie means at its command with which 
‘to’ buy the properties of ‘the street car 
companies if the general assembly will 
give it permission to do so, and that there- 
fcre such legislation should be insisted on 
and no contract should be entered into 
with the companies, his position would 
be logjcal. But he takes no such ground. 
He kiows that the city has-net now and 
will not have, during the next two years 
at least, the money with which to buy 
¥ out the traction companies, and still he 


‘ineists that there shall be no settle 


unless the city is authorized to buy t 
which it has not the money to buy. 

It. is the duty of the mayor, whoever 
he may be, to get for his fellow-citizens 
the best possible facilities for local trans- 
portation. When conditions are as bad 
as they are now in Ghicago it is his duty 
to leave nothing undone to mend them. 


‘Mr. Harrison says that if he is elected 


mayor he will allow everything to depend 
on, the action of the general assembly 
and the governor. He notifies the people 
that they will have to look to Springfield 
for the relief for which they have a right 
to look to him. He gives fair notice that 
‘it he’is reélected citizens, must put up 
with packed cars, breaking cables, and the 
other atrocities . of the street car service 
if this general assembly does not enact 
a municipal ownership law. | 

That is not a logical program. It is the 
program of a mah who wishes to keep the 
traction question unsettled so that through 
it he may bé kept in office. 

. Mr. Graeme Stewart is no less desirous 
of the enactment of municipal ownership 
legislation than Mayor Harrison is, but 


the former takes a more lively 
| than does his’ competitor in the comfo 


‘and well heing of his fellow-citizens. He 
will be pleased. if an. enabling act is. passed 
before an agreement is entered into with 
the traction companies, but he is not will- 
ing to postpone action. for two years. He 
‘believes it is possible to insert in an ordi- 


‘nance granting an extension of privileges 


to the traction companies a stipulation 


I that the grant is subject to the conditions 


of any municipal ownership law which 
may be enacted during its lifetime. If 
Mr. Stewart shall be elected, and an en- 
abling act. cannot be had.at this time, 
despite the efforts he has made and will 
make, he will insist on the incorporation 


| of that condition in any extension. ordi- 


nance which may be sec tga To use his 
own words: 


I:believe, and I hava the of competent 
experts and lawyers to back my belief, that under 
such a clause municipal ownership could be real- 
ized just as effectively as if the enabling act were 
passed before the granting of the extension ordi- 
nances. Moreover, I am confident that with all 
of us who are in favor of the legislature passing 
an enabling act pulling together such an act would 
be: passed long before the people would be ready 
and willing to assume contro! of these traction 
lines. 

In other words, I belfeve that whenever the beopte 
‘find themselves disposed and financially able to 
avail themselves of the right to take over the trac- 
tion lines the right for them to do so will have 
been granted by the legislature, even though the 
traction ordinance may have been renewed before 
the granting of such a right by the legislature. 

I believe the people want this question settled as 
goon as possible, so that they may have decent and 
adequate transportation service. Believing this, 
and believing likewise that ‘enabling legislation 
- ean be availed of under a properly drawn ordinance 
extending these franchises, whether thid enabling 
legislation shall be granted before the passag= of 
the extension ordinance or thereafter, when I shall 
be elected mayor I shall proceed at once to take 
up this question along the lines that I have indi- 
cated, 

The vital difference between Mayor Har- 


-rison and Mr. Stewart is that the one is 


| thinking of himself and the other of the peo- 


ple. The one says he Will do what lies in his 
power to prevent ‘action by the council look-

BISHOP SPALDING’S IDEALS. 

“Our faith in education is, at bottom, 
the faith in its powers to enable us to get 
more money.” 

This is the most characteristic observa- 
tion made by Bishop Spalding in the inter- 
view published in this morning’s TRIBUNE. 
What we need in America, thinks the bish- 
op, is not so much the invention of a new 
industrial system as the revision of our so- 
cial ideals. ‘The moralization of both 
employers-and employés is an indispensable 
condition in the bringing about of a better 
state of things.” America must begin to 
see that life is not comprehended in matter. 

‘Thus does the representative of a church, 
which demands in its representatives a high 
degree of worldly sagacity, bear witness to 
the need men have of esthetic and spiritual 
consolation. . It must not be supposed, how- 
ever, that lie does not at the same time sug- 
gest material means by which our present 
materia! difficulties may be met.

They will drink 
more. Then change their twelve hours to 
thirteen. Against such a course of rea- 
soning Bishop Spalding lifts his protest. 
There is no more drunkenness, he says, 
in short-hour trades than in those in. 
which long hours are still retained. | 
All these suggestions of changes in in- 
dustrial tactics are made by Bishop Spald- 
ing not because “it would be so nice if 
they could be accomplished,” but because 
“if something is not done toward the 
destruction of our destructive competitive 
system socialism will find its opportunity.” 
Now, lest socialism “ with its flat levels | 
of sloven ease” should come upon us, Pet 
us forestall it with reforms of our own. 
Such is Bishop Spalding’s summing up of 
his anthracite coal commission experi- 
ences. It is a summing up which is most 
creditable to the man who made it and 
should be most serviceable to the people 
who read it. 


SHAMROCK’S FIRST TRIAL. , 

Shamrock III. has had its first trial as 
against Shamrock I. on the waters of the 
Clyde and has acquitted itself with credit. 
It will haye its first race with Shamrock II. 
off Sandy Hook later on. Its designer and 
builder appear to be satisfied with its per- 
formance, but are chary of giving a definite 
and final opinion. Its owner, Sir Thomas 
Lipton, does not hesitate to express his 
gatisfaction enthusiastically, and he de- 
clares without reservation that Shamrock 
III. is the best of the America cup chal- 
lengers and the fastest boat afloat in light 
weather. 

It ie certain that Shamrock III. proved 
itself superior to Shamrock I. on every 
point of sailing, both on the wind and off 
the wind, but it is to be taken into account 
that the trials eere made in light breezes 

comparatively smooth water. The dis- 
patches say that Shamrock I. is of “ the 
‘gtrong bulidog type and the challenger is a 
greyhound.” If on the eventful days of the 
races this summer the winds should be 
light, doubtless the “greyhound” will 
have an advantage, but the wind off Sandy 
Hook cannot always be relied upon to be 
of the strength of a summer breeze, and 
should it prove fluky or squally the “ bull- 
dog” might stand up to its .work better 
than the “ greyhound.”

That 
indicates at the first glance careful manage- 
ment and a close adjustment of expenses 
and ‘receipts. But it appears from the con- 
troller’s report that the outstanding judg- 
ments against the city amounted to $4,213,- 
197 on Dec. 31, 1902, as compared with 
$3,547,809 outstanding on Dec. 31, 1901. 
There was an ificrease during the year of 


$665,387. The small surplus figured out 


by the controller will pay only one-tenth 


of the new judgment indebtedness. In- 
steal of the city having a surplus of $68,- 
124 for 1902 it ran behind in that year 
$597,263.

HOME. 


Home life is the center of all life. .We |} 


shall have strong states if we have happy 
homes. We shall have peace among the na- 
tions if we have peaceable homes. Weshall 
have good men and good women if we have 
glad and cheerful homes, and only se. 

This is not to be gained by instruction in 
homes. Instruction is one thing and educa~- 
tion is quite another. Such education as one 
wants in a home is gained when the life of 
home is a large one and not a small one. 
No, I am not asking to have instruction, as 
they call it, forced into home life; a, cate- 
chism now, a code of manners half an hour 
hence, botany in thirteen lessons sand-~- 
wiched in between politics in six lessons and 
religion in three. We will not make home 
an annex of the high school or the grammar 
school, run by power from the same steam 
engine by a band across the street. But we 
will see that the life of home shall bea large 
life and nota smallone. It must make home 
look outside to the common life of mankind, 
not satisfied with the twopenny talk of No. 
27 or No. 436. The rights of the little péople 
at home are that they shall share with fa- 
thers, and mothers, and uncles, and aunte, 
and kings, and queens, and emperors, and 
popes, 
have a share in. 

' This means-large life. It means infinite 
In the smallest family the father, the 
mother, and the child, it means there shall 
always be present the fourth companion— — 
That every house thy house may be 
And every home a home for thee.

At length an emissary was sent to him by 
Prince Bismarck armed with a confidential 
letter, as well as with the copy of a letter 
drafted by the chancellor, and. which King 
Louis: was to sign, offering the German im 
perial crown to King William. Louis @& 
Bavaria signed this letter a couple of days 
later, with ene or two trivial alterations. 

The reason for this marvelous change of at 
titude on the part of Louis has only been 
recently brought to light. It seems that from 
1870 until 1886, when King Louis went to his 
myserious death in the waters of ths 
Stahrenberg lake, he was in.the habit of re 
ceiving each year from Prince Bismarck # 
large sum from the secret service fund a 
the German empire, which, it may be remem 
bered, consisted mainly of money seized from 
King George of Hanover at the time of thé 
loss of his throne. 

To those in this country to whom this story 
may seem far fetched I would reéall the fa@ 
that during the latter years’ of his reiém, 
King Louls’ urgent desire to obtain funds 
for the continuance of his extravagant build 


ing’ operations, led him to dispatch emis’ 


saries requesting loans, among other to thé 
emperors of Austria and Brazil, to the sultan, 
to the shah, and to the king of Sweden.

In the conduct of the commission’s investi- 
gations its harmonious movement throughout was more 
marked than it could have been in a court of law. Law- 
yers were more considerate of witnesses. Technicalities 
had less consideration. More effort was made on both 
sides to placate the commisston than would have been 
shown in a jury case of the kind in a state or federal 


court.” | 
Compulsory Arbitration Inadvisable. — 


“But this was arbitration,” suggested the questioner. 
“Do you understand that an arbitration committee, work- 


ing under agreements of both interested parties, would 


move with less friction than a possible board of compul- 
sory arbitration?” 

“This was arbitration,” repeated the bishop; “ yes; 
New Zealand has.compulsory arbitration, too, and has 
called it successful. But it must not be forgotten that 
New Zealand still is a primitive civilization, with no 
realization of the intricacies of the industrial system of 


the United States. 


“To consider arbitration in America. It was Wash- 
ington who said: ‘In proportion as the structure of a 
government gives force to public opinion it is essential 
that public opinion should be enlightened.” Now, com- 
pulsory arbitration, whatever arguments may be advanced 
in favor of it, is not practicable in a country like ours. 
The settling of disputes cah be accomplished by boards 


of conciliation, to which employers and employed volun- 
tarily may refer matters in dispute. When this is found 
impossible and the business affects large interests in which 


the general welfare is involved, then simple investigation 
should be made compulsory, and laws to this effect should 
be enacted. 


“There is a marked difference between the principle 


and the effect of compulsory investigation and compulsory 
arbitration. This difference is made plain in a remark 


The work of the commission, not. only in the anthracite which Samuel Gompers once made to me when the sub- 


. ject of the conversation was the desirability of the incor- 


poration of the trades unions as something to make them 
more nearly responsible parties to agreements. ‘ Trades 
unionism,’ said he, ‘is just as strong and never stronger 
than public opinion’; and just as soon as organized labor 
has lost the backing that it has in the public opinion it will 
fall to pieces of itself. | 
Appeal to Public Opinion. 

“Thus you see, in the first place, a law demanding a 
public investigation into the merits of a labor controversy 
becomes an appeal to public opinion. Secondly, it in- 
yol¥es the laying open of the details of private business 
to the world, something that is not relished by any man 


or any body of men; thirdly, it would prove a costly 


process to both sides to it. Whatever the finding of such 


a board might be, the application of the remedy would 
not be in the hands of the board, empowered by any au- 


thority to act; it would be a finding addressed virtually to 
public sentiment. | 

“We will have strikes and lockouts and perhaps vio- 
lence in the future. The fierce competitive system under 


which we live, and which results in overcapitalization and 


-overproduction, is responsible for many of the evils from 
which we suffer. Some of our greatest industries are cap- 
italized at four and five times their real value, and every 
possible device is resorted to in order to pay dividends 
on the watered stock. The outcome sooner or later is a 
panic which destroys hundreds of millions of dollars and 
brings wretchedness and want to millions of human be- 
ings. 
Too Great Desire for Wealth. 

“Where is the reason for all this? It springs from 
our American hurry to get ich, which is a disease of a 
people who lack ideals; who measure the value of re- 
ligion, culture, and art by the influence of these things on 
thrift and material prosperity. In the midst of all this 


rush and noise of business, of expansion and success, we 


are rapidly growing incapable of taking or loving the 
deeper views of life. | 
-“ Our faith in education is, at bottom, the faith in its 
powers to enable us to get more money. 3 
“Our preaching, leaving aside the things that are 
eternally right and true and indispensable, concerns itself 
with that which is frivolous, startling, and vulgar. 
“There is, I think, somewhere in the bible a text 
which says that God is angry with the nations that are 
rich. If we look profoundly, there is much in our social 
‘and political life which should make our persistent op- 
timism seem little else than an unwillingness or an ina- 
bility to see things as they are. a 
“How many of us in the contemplation of the lives 
of men who have spent all their energies in accumulating 
riches have had an eye for the exactions of this wealth— 
have thought how misspent these lives for the most part 
“have been, how barren of ideals? | 
“Look what this spirit has done for us. It has de- 
filed our rivers until in our cities today a thirsty man 
may not get a glass of cold water that is fit to drink. It 
has blackened and poisoned the atmosphere with smoke 


‘and noxious vapors. It has desecrated the face of nature 


where such desecration were a blasphemy. It has made 
hovels for the occupation of man where not even swine 
could live in comfort. | 
“And all for what?) That a nation, already the most 
wasteful and extravagant on earth, might be able for 
“Weneed not so much new measures as a new 
heart. In our labor difficulties the moralization of both 
employers and employés is an indispensable condition in 
the bringing about of a better state of things. And since 
the employers are fewer in number and presumably more 
intelligent than are the laborers, the chief effort should 
be to give them new minds and new hearts, that they 


J 


interests than of private interests, and that the rights of 


workers, to say the least, are as sacred as are the rights 


of owners. 

“Labor and capital are allied forces, and workers 
and owners, therefore, should live at peace and work in 
co-operation. | When disagreements arise they should be 
settled by systematized arbitration in accordance with 
joint agreements between the employers and the em- 
ployed, involving the recognition of unions. For the 
union movement has been for good always; here and there 
it has destroyed the individual in his marked capacities 
above other men, but in the equilibrium established. by 
union forces the best interests of the greatest number have 
been conserved. Therefore, I believe that anything which 
will work to the fuller recognition of the union principle 
on the part of the capital of the country will be of far 
more significance than will the mere patching up of a 
forced agreement for a fixed period. Just as the union is 
recognized, just to that extent it is forced into responsi- 
bilities which it could ngt shirk if it would. The time may 
come when it will be advisable to incorporate unions, but 
it is not yet here; it is enough that union labor is recog- 
nizing that the union which repudiates its contracts lit- 
erally kills itself. | 

“America should take the lead in this coming un- 
derstanding and mutual recognition of rights between 
labor and capital. As a people we should be more in 
sympathy with labor than almost any other people on 
earth. Our ancestors worked with their hands. They 
came here young, active, vigorous, and progressive, and 
they were the literal builders of the new country. We 
should not have a class so soon out of touch with the man 
who labors with his hands. | 

“With a logical’ understanding between capital and 
labor it might seem on the face of the situation that the 
public would need to protect itself. With competition 
more nearly obliterated, howevér, the price of commodi- 
ties may be more ‘hearly subject to the regulation estab- 
lished by demand. 

No Necessity for Prosperity. 

“There is no necessity in society for that condition 
described as prosperity. At the best, it is a season in 
which the careful man looks to laying up enough to carry 
him through the lean years that, because of the competitive 
system, are sure to follow. There is an immense differ- 
ence between the idea of a general welfare existing in so- 
ciety and in the dream of the socialist of the time when 
man shall exist on the flat levels of sloven ease, devoid 
of ideals and insensate to the finer impulses of his nature. 


This ideal socialism is a condition not only not to be 


desired, but it is a physical impossibility. 

“The general well beigg of our country, as compared 
to the ebb and flow of the tides of pon and panic 
under the competitive system, may depend immeasurably 
upon the certainty of work for the laborer and upon the 
certainty of a market for the product of the capitalists’ in- 
vestments. For the capitalist freedom irom strikes and

the certainty that at all times he may operate his industries 
upon a basis of fair remuneration for his employés would 
be an incentive against overproduction. .It would be an 
inducement for capital to employ men for fewer hours in 
the working day. It has been said by those arguing 
against the shortening of the working day that for a man 
to work eight hours and have sixteen hours to himself was 
& proportion of idleness that can lead only to intemper- 
ance and crime. vs 

“This position was regarded with a good deal of in- 
terest in the anthracite investigation, and I may say that 
I am certain of its fallacy as an argument. There was @ 
better class of workers in these fields than the public’was 
led to believe. There was not more drunkenness there 
than exists in like communities elsewhere, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that many of the employés in the mines would 
leave the work at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. Examina- 
tions were made of the drinks dispensed in the mining 
regions, and the reports made by the persons interested 
in the showings were that the beers and whiskies sold 
there were not below the average in standards. 


| 
State’s Authority Should Be Supreme. ~ 

“ As to the operation of the eight hour rule, I am con- 
vinced that as a man has time from the treadmill of labor, 
to that extent he is most likely to find attractions in his 
home and family life. This has its influence upon the 
housekeeping, upon the tidiness of the house, and upon 
the meals that are served, until, with proper food and 
comfort in his home, the man is far less likely to seek the 


him in a condition wheré’the stimulating effect of drink 
might seem a necessity. 

“In whatever respect it may become necessary for the 
law to deal with the controversies between capital and 
labor I think it cannot be denied that the law has the 
right to prescribe. The authority of the state should be 
supreme. Short of that point where universal distress 
might be worked, upon a helpless public the law should 
find its right; and again, as concerns capital especially, the 
law’s supremacy must be found in the fact that except for 
the power of the state and its concessions a corporation 
with its rights and privileges cannot exist. 

“ Certainly it is a truth not to be disputed that if 
something is. not done toward the destruction of our de 
competitive system socialism will find its oppor- 

ty. 

ed 
Unions Should Be Temperate. | 

Bishop Spalding, spéaking of the position of the 
workingman in the present condition of society, urges 
upon the unions the necessity of a policy of temperance 
that shall appeal not only to the nonunion man to join but 
to the employer to recognize the organizations. 

“ Today the trades union needs to be counseled to @ 
more conservative policy with reference to men and things, 
It needs to modify its attitude toward the nonunion man; 


to temper its aversions to new inventions; to curb its “ 


disposition ‘to limit output; to discourage the most efficient 
workers; and to resort to the sympathetic strike and the 


criminal boycott 


“ American laborers are not socialists, much less are 
they anarchists. They are for the most part religious, 
law abiding men, and unionism as it exists today in the 
United States is a beneficent and conservative force; and 


where the unions are strongest their influence is most 
helpful. | 
“The church should do what is possible for it 


to do to improve the social and economic condition of 
the people, but it will work more effectively by iluminihg 
and purifying its own members; by inspiring them with 
an eager desire to be of help; to labor disinterestedly to 
lessen the sin, and sorrow, and suffering of men.” 
_ Bishop Spalding’s Personality. 

In John Lancaster Spalding, the man speaking behind 
the phrase “ dur country,” the reader of these opinions, 
criticisms, and observations will recognize and accord him 
the right to the phrase. For nearly 300 years his ances- 
try has been in America. In England, under Henry VIII. 
and under Elizabeth, his forbears were noted for their 
devotion to the Roman Catholic church. 

Lord Baltimore was one of the founders of the bish- 
op’s family in this country.. He is a kinsman of Chief Jus- 
tice Taney, and of three of the archbishops of Baltimore, 
including Archbishop Carroll, the first American Catho- 
lic bishop. 

As for Bishop Spalding himself, his twenty-nine years 
as bishop of Peoria have served to make him more than 
the representative of his church. Protestant no less than_ 
Catholic has beeri led to do him honor. The state no less 
than the church has been the recipient of his thoughtful, 
conservative infinences. Literature has been the richer for 
his pen, and his part in the recent settlement of the an- 
thracite coal strike may be taken as an example of his 
services to the millions in a teeming world to whom there 
has come the problem of mere living. Nc 

Bishop Spalding is of medium height and weight, with 
striking face that is not easily moved from its natural re- 
pose; a full, orotund tone of voice that sets off the care- 
fulness of his thought and speech, a pair of shrewd gray 
eyes that never falter in their openness, and with all this 
a frank, almost blunt, directness in expressing himself, 
But that this directness of speech falls short of the blunt 
may be guessed of the man who has written of his boy- 
hood:

Card dealers say that their sales of cards 


and poker chips are ten or twelve times as 


heavy as they were ten years ago. The big- 
gest bound in the playing card business, 
however, has come within the last five years 
and is mainly due to the sudden interest 
taken by women in cards when they found 
they had a chance to win a prize. Women 
usually found cards silly things. A card 
game didn’t give them much opportunity of 
indulging in conversation or in gossiping, 


‘ and it required them to sit still too long. 


But .when it became the thing to play for 
prizes then immediately the wormen became 
interested and card clubs sprang up by the 
dozen. The more fashionable women have 
now taken up the bridge mania. The woman 
of moderate means. finds her. passion in 
euchre or whist.

These theories are advanced by psycholo- 
gists who have completed an analysis of the 
emotions, and they have been explained at 
length by Prof. Lange of Denmark. 

The theory hitherto held that physical ex- 
pression of emotions follows the emotion is 
reversed by these students. Still further 
surprises are contained in the statements of 
Prof. Lange. 

‘The emotional] man is the normal man, he 


affirms. To suppress the emotions is to make 


an Invalid of the individual. His psychic life 
is impoverished. 
Yet if it be desired to suppress an emotion 


physical one. Stop the outward manifesta- 
tions of the emotion to be shunned and cul- 
tivate the manifestation of the emotion dia- 
metrically opposite. 


How to Rule Your Feelings. 

It you are sad force your features to as- 
sume the lines of joy. If you are angry 
force the lines of your:mouth to a smile. 
The emotions will follow the manifesta- 
tion. 

Prof. Lange holds that the individuai 
should know how to ruie his feelings ana 
should not be deprived of them. The mod- 


- ern psychologists, as exemplified by the 


Danish professor, are not stoics. They do 
not agree with the Horatian ideal .of the 
man whom nothing amused and nothing 
grieved. 

Sadness, joy, pride, timidity, anger, ana 
pity .are not symptoms of disease. Older 
philosophers held that they were. The moa- 
erns assert that to be without them is to be 
diseased. 

‘It is impoverishing our psychic life,” 
says Prof. Lange, “to make an invalid or 
the man who admires greatness, who en- 
joys beauty, who is troubled by suffering, 
and to consider only the impassive calcu- 
lator for whom every impression is only the 
point of departure for a train of reasoning: 

** What a strange conception of the reila- 
tive importance of the mental forces—to 
make an accident of a phenomenon which 
in the lives of most men plays a much more 
lecisive rdle than reason and which much 
more than the intellect rules the destiny 


of individuals, of nations, of humanity. 


To Cure Diseases of the Soul. 


*““Who would wish to cure the disease of 
the soul if the cure would deprive man of 
those emotions which make him sympathize 
with others, share the joy and sorrows of his 


‘fellows, admire or hate them? No one, 


surely. 

“* A man capable only of thinking, of know- 
ing. of judging, who cannot experience joy, 
sadness, or fear, certainly would be abnor- 
mal.”’ 


To experience an emotion, to feel glad, or 
sorrowful, or angry, is to be conscious of 
modifications produced in the organism, Prof. 


Lange explains. A mother weeps for her son 


who is dead. Here are the th.ee stages in 

the production of the phenomenon of her 

weeping, as usually understood: — 
Perception or an idea of her loss.

Lange says that this sequence is false. He 
reverses the process and makes it thus: The 
mother has learned of the death of her son; 
she is shocked; she is sad. Sadness, then, is 
simply the more or less clear consciousness 
in the brain of psychological changes which 
have taken place in the body. 


Afraid Because He Trembles. 


- Taking another instance, Lange puts the 
matter thus: Suppose at an unexpected mo- 
ment a mad dog should rush out on a man. 
According to temperament the man becomes 
pale, runs, trembles, tries to defend himpeiz; 
his heart beats violently, he feels shocked. 
The popular psychological theory is that 


ne man tremble. because he is afraid. Dr. 


nge says he is afraid because he trem- 
bles. To make another illustration Lange 
cals atterntion to the fright which a sudden 
violent noise will produce. Many people dis- 
like to hear a cannon fired, not because they 
think there is the least danger in it, but be- 


cause the sound makes them start or trem- 


ble. This is called fear, and yet it is in no 
way connected with the idea of danger. The 
symptoms of fear occur immediately after 
the sound without any trace of moral fear. 
This and other cases similar represent emp- 
tional states of a purely physical nature. 

It is declared that there is no emotion 
without a corresponding physical change, 
however slight it may be. An idea, says 
Lange. induces a bodily change, which may 
be trembling or some other manifestation. 
This change fs perceived by the emotions 
and becomes the emotion which will slew, 
not the idea, but the bodily change. 


To Control the Emotions. 
_ It ts not less certain that the physical man- 
ifestations of emotions are intimately con- 
nected with them. The best way of control- 
ling them ig to control the physical expres 
sion of them. 

Every one knows that fright aggravates 
a panic and that despair or anger are aug- 
mented by yielding to the symptoms of these 
passions. Ewery flow of tears renders sorrow 
more intense and induces a still more violent 
flood, until.at last repose comes with lassi- 
and apparemt exhaustion of the ma- 
chine, 

In rage every one knows how a man rises 
to a paroxysm by repeated explosions of ex- 


pressions. , 

Refuse to express a pasion, it is said, and 
it dies. Count ten before giving free reign 
to your wrath and the occasion which gave 
birth to KH will appear ridiculous. .

posture, sigh, and reply to every one with a 


saddened voice and melancholy will persist“

Astronomy, the first of sciences in point of time as well 


as interest, owes its recent rapid progress to the perfecting of 
lenses and photography. By the aid of the smallest lens we 
can see things in the heavens that are invisible to the naked 
eye. For instance, our retina is only affected by the light of 
the most brilliant stare. These stars the ancients arranged 
im the order of their brightness, the most brilliant ones being 


classed as stars of the first magnitude, and the least luminous © 


Ones, or those barely visible to thé naked eye, stars of the sixth 


magnitude. 
The following table gives the number of stars of each 


Magnitude visible to the naked eye: 

> Tn all 7,190 stars stud the vault of heaven so far ae the 
tnaided eye can tell—no more than the population of a small 
ety—and to see that many requires a good eye, a pure at- 
Mosphere, and a total absence of light of sun or moon. 

The first telescope invented revealed 13,000 stars of the 
Seventh magnitude. It further revealed the character of

his progression will continue, for already the great Lick 
and Yerkes telescopes show stars of the fifteenth magnitude 
to the number of 80,000,000, Jee 
As yet we have not reached the limit of possible improve- 
ment of lenses or the size of telescopes. The thickness and 
opacity of the atmosphere present a more redoubtable ob- 
stacle. This, however, is being overcome by establishing ob- 
servatories in the higher latitudes of mountains, where the 
atmosphere is more favorable. Mr. Lowell has already done 
this in Arigona, and it is talked of establishing observatories 
on mountain tops which have hitherto been considered unin- 
habitable, such as Mount Blanc. 
On the other hand, the starry spac# itself is almost limit- 


less. . We are almost staggered at the thought of the great 
distance reached by the telescopes which show stars of the 


fifteenth magnitude, and yet we have not advanced a step 
when we consider the pale nebule which lie beyond the hori- 
zon of the telescope. Indeed, the frontier of space is practi- 
cally as far off as it was before the first telescope was built, 


and we are as much at the center of infinite space as if we. 


had never, so to say, left the earth. 
‘The invention of the telescope has made it possible for us 
to journey through space and discover its secrets. Photog- 
raphy also comes in to lend an aid for a long time thought to 
be impracticable, but which proves to be worthy of a place 
beside the telescope in our admiration. To it is perhaps due 
even more praise, because it has created a new organ, which 
singularly completes and aids the natural eye. 

Yes, the photographic eye is a new eye and an extraor- 
dinary oné, for it not only sees farther and better than the 


natural eye but it preserves and registers what it sees.

We do not see all—a thousand details escape us. But the pho- 
tographic retina sees all, takes all, preserves all. 

It*sees what our eyes could never see. At the end of a few 
minutes our faculty of perception gets dull. Time adds noth- 
ing to our power of vision. We see what we see, and it is 
useless to insist upon the organ seeing more by continued 


effort. 


With the photographic eye it is different. It sees more and 
more the longer it looks. What it cannot see in five minutes 
it will see in a quarter of an hour; what it cannot discover in 
a quarter of an hour it will discover in two or three hours; 
and if it should require five, six, or elght hours to distinguish 


‘an object of feeble light it will finally do so. 


Our readers will probably have divined that, in order to 
keep the instrument trained on the same spot, it is necessary 
to move it by a clockwork arrangement to overcome the mo- 
tion produced by the earth’s rotation. We cannot say to the 
stars, “ Stir not,” for it is in reality the earth that moves, not 
the stars. 

Perhaps other planets are peopled by a race of beings 
with organs of sight so constitutef that they can see what we 
cannot see arid cagnot see what we see. Such an organ is the 
camera to a certain extent. 


+ 


In speaking of the relative brilliancy of stars, then, it is 


necessary to take into consideration the foregoing facts, but 
in registering the position of the stars in the heavens the pho- 
tographic plate is and will always remain an accurate and 
valuable document. ge 

Everything in the universe is in motién. The stars, which 
appear fixed to us, and which are apparently occupying the 
same positions as they did at the time of Homer and Hesiod, 
are in reality moving with imcredible swiftness. The ap- 


‘parent fixedness is due to their great distance from the earth. 


They move through space with a velocity estimated up in the 
hundreds of millions of miles an hour. 

In estimating the movements and velocities of the heaven- 
ly bodies it is important to have two fixed points at different 
intervals of time. These can be established with the camera, 
and here is no room for fear of an error of calculation or ob- 
servation, for the document is before our eyes. 

In 1887, under the initiative of Admiral Mouchez, the work 
of photographing the heavens was begun. The work was dis- 
tributed among eighteen observatories, the same size of in- 
struments being used at all the stations. 

About 11,027 exposures were made. The printing of this 
atlas of the heavens has already been begun. It contains

22,054 leaves and offers a richness of information the like of 
which cannot be found in all the history of astronomy. 
The plate of which the lower right hang corner is repro- 


duced here contains 4,053 stars, ranging in magnitude from 


the sixth to the fourteenth. It was taken on Feb. 11, 1898, at 
8 o’clock p. m., at the Paris observatory by Messrs.*»Paul and 


' Prosper Henry, to whose labors is due the rapid progress of 


ce’-stial photography. The region shown in this photograph 
is situated in the constellation of Gemini. The network of 
676 little squares into which the plate is divided enables the 
position of the individual stars to be easily determined. 

Photography has thus come to complete astronomical ob- 
servations and advance our knowledge of the laws and the 
constitution of the universe.

It dg the history. of every movement which 
invo}ves earnest effort and self-sacrificing de- 
votion that; it invitee criticism from thoge 
who are not in close touch with the work and 
not familiar.with ite. conditions, who 
draw conclusions from insufficient data. . The 
question ‘before the people today, is not 
whether one plan or anothes plan is prefera- ‘ 
ble. The vital question, the only question, is 
shall the orchestra be sayed and made a 
splendid poesession of our city. for all time 
or shail.it be abandoned? Therejs only one 
way to save it, and thisis by raising the fund 
of $750,000 and building the new.hall.' 

It has been ested that we remain in the 
Auditorium, and that the fund can be raised 
and.so invested as to provide for the annual 
deficit; and that those who have subscribed 
would consent to have the fund so used. I 
have been at some pains to test this question, 
and. find -that. over $200,000 of it. would be 
withdrawn if.the plan for & new. building is 
abandoned,,.and I believe that more 
would take the same course. 

. This plan was adopted by the t after 
twelve years’ experience in the ment 
of the orchestra and in raising money to sup- 
port it. It was adopted after consultations 
with the best friends.and supporters of the 
orchestra. hae received the cordial in- 
dorsement of several thousand of our people, 
and, the; paggegen Seon jn a brief time of over 
$300,000 is proof of their ap- 
proval. 

There is no other plan. , If this fails the or- 
chestra: fails. Every. letter .written, every 

objection urged against_this plan is a stab 

at the orchestra. It may not be so intended, 
but a bullet from a pistol in. the hand 
friend who “ did not know that it was load-’ 
ed "’ : as deep a wound as if it were 
fired with intent to kill. 

Among the trustees are business men and 
lawyers of wide experience and representing 
interests of the greatest importance,. and 
their deliberate judgment, founded on a full 
knowledge -of all the facts, would seem to be 
entitled to some weight. 

’ Their judgment was and is that an endow- 
ment: fund to pay.an-annual deficit could 
not possibly be raised, but it might be raised 
to erect a beautiful music hall as a perma- 
nent home for the orchestra; that a building 
containing such a hall can be made to sup- 
port. the orchestra for all time. That such 
a ‘hall,..with .2,500.seats,: will ordinarily ac- 
commodate the audfen at a majority of 
the concerts, and. that,’ ‘full control of it, 
extra concerts will a¢pdmmodate all the ‘peo- 
ple who wish to hear them.

‘Chieago, March 31. of The Trib- 
une.]~Having followed with interest the 
trend of discussion in reference’ the con-. 
tinuance or noncontinuance of the orches- 
tra concerts in the Auditorium, I, a season 
ticket holder, who would infinitely’ bemoan 
the loss of the orchestra, desire to offer.a few 
suggestions. 

At first. glance it would” a simple 
proposition of civic pride to retain the orch 
tra, but there is also an element of commer- 
cialism which must not be lost sight of. The 
building pamphlet which was distributed to 
the audience pictures in rosy colors the 
financial prospects of the orchestra in the 
new building and holds out the possibilities 
of a’ yearly surplus. 

In ‘such case, permit me to inquire what 
disposition is‘ to ‘be made of the surplus? 
You will answer that it is to be handled by 
the trustees. This may be all well, but it is 
not at’all satisfactory to. the contributor, 
who has had no will in the election of these 
trustees and is entirely eliminated from the 
institution which he has helped to erect.° 

From this standpoint, should the orchestra 
at any future time disband and its assets be 
liquidated, what would be the disposition of 
‘he proceeds? 

These remarks. apply only in case of the 
erection of the proposed building, and do not 
touch on the question of the advisability of. 
such a building. The great point in question. 
is not as to the acoustics, because there isno 
architect who can guarantee to buil ‘a hall 
which could be better acoustically, or even 
as ‘good, as the Auditorium. . 

‘The -question~ of ‘seating «ca ~ia the 
real point at issue.

T HE entry ‘of Christ into Jerusalem, 
branches from the trees’’ and spread 


them down, the multitude shouting, 


“Hosanna, hosanna in the highest,” has 
long been commemorated as the time of the 
beginning of the solemnitres for which the 
fastings of Lent have been @ preparation. 
This Sunday before Baster has been called 
Palm Sunday, because it is believed that the 
branches strewn before Christ were ‘those 
of the palm tree. The statement in Revela- 
tion viil., 9, the great multitude arrayed in 
white robes who stand before the throne have 
“ palms in their hands,”’ is taken as an au- 
thorization of the fact that the is a 
symbol of martyrdom and an emblem of 
Christian victory. As such it has had great 
significance in religious art and service, 

The ola monks to celebrate Palm Sun- 
day by a procession in which the host was 
carried upon an ass, while priests and people 


was also laid down and hung along the route 
of the procession. There was a particular way 
of proceeding; the ecclesiastics were ar- 
ranged in order and kneeling monks lined the 
path. There were special halts and cere- 
monies, with chants and religious services in 
the convents both beforeandafter. Flowers 
and. kaves and palms were brought to the 
altar to be bleswed; those of the priests were 
laid on the high altar, those of the poor laity 
were laid on the south stepof the altar. After 
prayers, with many signs of the cross inter- 


spersed, the sacrists gave the palms to the; 


abbots, priors, and noble persons, and the 
procession moved. 


Through the middle ages there was a re-. 


ligious pageant, ‘*‘ the procession of the ass,”’ 
which moved from the church through the 
town and back. In the attempt to put into 
material shape every detail) of Christ’s pas- 
sion, a human figtre of ‘wood, riding on a 
wooden ass, the whole mounted on wheels, 
was drawn through the streets, accompanied 


out a priest told the story of what was repre« 
sented; the palm branches, or the willow, 
which was used in the place of palm, were 


blessed and distributed, to be carriedin the | 


procession. This act of blessing was gone 
through with in order to displace the devil 
or his influence, 6hould either be lingering 
about the branches. The people, greatly 
excite@?, went. before ‘strewing these;. the 
priests walked just in frent of the image 
singing and chanting. After the precession 
ha@ passed those who had strewn the 
branches were no less eager to gather them 
up than to cast them down, for they be- 
Heved that so consecrated these were infalli- 
ble protection against storms and lightning 
during the ensuing year. Some of them were 
burned and the ashes were saved for the 
beginning of the next Lenten season, when 
on Ash Wednesday they were sprinkled on 
the heads of the congregation. | 

On Palm Sunday the priests made, blessed, 
and sold to the people little crosses of palm 
as a safeguard against disease. There was 
@ saying that he who had not @ palm in his 
hand on Palm Sunday would have his hand 
cut off before the year wasover. Sometimes 
these crosses were taken to a holy well and 
thrown in. [Ff they floated it was a-sure sign 
that the thrower would live the year out; if 
they sank that he woukinot. 3 

There are many old customs of giving or 
scattering money or bread and cake at some 
time during Lent.. In some places on Palm 
Sunday cakes were cast from the steeples of 
parish churches to .be scrambl for by 
small boys, to the amusement of the by- 
standers. Says an oki writer: ‘ Then cakes 
must be caste out of the steeple, that all the 
boys in the parish must lie scrambling to- 
gether by the eares, tyl al the parish falletha 
laughing.” 

Henry VIII. ordered that the carrying of 
palms should not be discontinued, but this 
was soon left to the people as a voluntary 
service, and only the more or less secular 
customs connected with it were continued. 
Young people in certain parts of England 
even to this day go a-palming on the Satur- 
day before Palm Sunday, andin certain rural 
churches of England slips. of the willow 
branches with the willow buds, which the |

At the palm services, as during the rest of 
the week, armed soldiers, the ‘“ noble guard,” 
diplomatic corps, and distinguished ecclesias- 
tics from all over the world are within the 
walis of St. Peter’s. The pope, in his chair + 
of state, borne by twelve officials, ‘enters 
from a side chapel, and advances to the high 
altar, giving his blessing to the bowing mul- 
Dried and bleached paim leaves, or 
a straw substitute, have been carried to the 
altar, and these.the pope blesses and at- 
tendants fume them with frankincense from 
censers, after which there are prayers and 
sprinklings with holy water. Then the pope 
gives a palm leaf to each of the cardinais tn 
turn. As they receive this they kiss it, as 
well as the right hand and knee of the pope. 
The bishops kiss the palm and the pope’s 
knee, and the mitred abbots and others kiss 
the palm and his toe. Then.the palms are 
distributed by the sacristans to the laymen. 
After the distribution is over there is more 
chanting and singing, with prayers and low 
mass. Then the pope is carried back to the 
chapel whence he came, and the three hours 
of ceremony is over. Some of the audience 
have been standing six hours, presenting 
themselves three hours beforehand for the 
sake of securing a favorable place for seei 
all the ceremonies.

@n industrial growth which augurs well for 
the city. 

At South Chicago the Internationa! Har- 
Vester company and the South Chicago Fur- 
nace company are making extensions to their 
Plante the cost of which will aggregate sev- 
era} millions of dollars.

A machine has 
recently been inyented which enables every 


experts who have been experimenting with it 
say that it is a wender, The flour it produces 


as well as, more nutritious, than ordinary flour. 

The machine, which costs only about $8, is 
Temarkably simple. It has a small hopper on top, into which 
you pour enough wheat (purchasable at $1 a bushel) to furnish 
a day's supply of four. The grain falls downward.and passes 
between two corrugated disks, which revolve when you turn 
a crank, and do the grinding exactly on the same principle as 
the old fashioned mill stones, As it is ground the resultant 
product dreps inte receptacles beneath, and you have only to 
open three drawers in order te find in one of them fine flour, 
in the second coarse flour for graham bread, and in the 
third bran, 

The bran, which represents the woody outer eoat of the 
wheat kernel, is valuable as chicken feed and for other pur- 
poses, As for the coarse flour, you may transform that inte 
the fine preduct, if you wh! put it through the nfill anee more, 
The fine flour is all ready te be made inte dough and con: 
verted inte loaves of good bread,

H. W, Wiley, chief ghemist of the department of agriculture, 
says that fresh ground flour is as far superior to the stale, 
every day article, put up in bags, as fresh ground coffee is 
better than the other kind. In that respeet alone, the bread 
from such home ground flour is a revelation, , 
There is another point, however, and an important one. 
The flour which the housewife grinds for hepgelf, with the aid 
of this machine, contains important nutritious elements which 
are left out of ordinary flour. Incidentauy to the “ bolting "' 


“process at the mill the flour is passed through “ belting 


cloths,”’ as they are called, and the germ of the wheat grain 
(its richest part, naturally), as well as mogt of the gluten 
cells, which are concentrated nutriment, are literally sifted 
out. 
But the germ and the gluten cells, ‘which have disappeared 
from ordinary flour, remain in the product which the hoeuse- 
wife grinds for herself, and their presenee is manifested by a 
slight yellowish tint in the fine “‘ wheat meal" that comes 
from the little machine. So strong is prejudice against the 
unfamiliar, especially wnere things to eat are concerned, that 
some people are sure to object to this tint, simply because they

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Cooking in the public schools is taught at ten schools as 
centers, These schools are the Brown, Clark, Doolittle, Goethe,

Hence the importance of having the flour always fresh—a 
fact which would long ago have obtained general recognition 


were it not that people generally have been accustomed, for © 


& generation past, to eating bread made of stale flour. | 
Nobody wants to eat stale bread. If the difference were 
realized few persons would care to eat bread made of stale 
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flour. But, as a secondary point—less important to every day 
Americans, who enjoy a liberal food supply, and who eat 
much meat—the inferiority of the ordifary white flour in 
nourishing power is worth considering. The mill process 
leayes little besides the starch of the grain, which is useful 
only as fuel to run the body engine, sifting out and removing 
those elements which make muscle and blood. It breaks the 
‘‘ staff of life’’ in the middle—or, at best, converts it into a 
mere crutch. 

This new method of bread making seems likely to extend 
its usefulness far beyond the narrow limits of the private 
household. Already, in Paris, a single establishment, with 
machines operated, on the principle of those described, but 
eonstructed en a huge scale, is turning out 100,000 pounds of 
bread per diem.

Trained to Teach Others.- 


At the Lewis institute the pupils are not only those who 
are studying cooking for the benefit that it will be to them in 
their home life, but also those who are preparing themselves as 
teachers of domestic economy. The laboratory is a fine, light 
room on the fifth floor of the institution. There are two eleas- 
es, the elementary and the normal. Miss M. M. Smith fs tne 
normal teacher, while Miss M. L. Lester teaches the first year 
work and the night cooking classes. , 

The beginning work for the younger pupils includes four 
hours a week of practical cooking and three hours of elemen- 
tary work in fyels, lighting, cleaning, the care of the house, 
and the composition of a few simple foods. The housekeepers’ 


course in cooking consists of practical work in, the preparation 


of common dishes, with the study of the food principles, and 
the effect of heat upom each. Tjve next term’s work includes 
instruction in the preparation of more elaborate dishes and in 
serving. The classes in domestic economy do practical work 
in cooking four hours a week and listen to lectures on sanita- 
tion, fuels, lighting, cleaning, and Jaundry work. Besides this 
there is instruction in cooking for invalids, and chafing dish 
cookery.

Reeehtly solidified flour has been used in the British army, 
being formed under hydraulic pressure into bricks, in which 
shape it will last indefinitely, being mould proof, unaffected by 
damp, and sweet and wholesome after being kept for years. 
The saving of storage room is great, inasmuch ag the cubic 
space occupied by 100 pounds of loose flour will hold more than 
800 pounds of the compressed article. 

In London steps are being taken to do away with the 
underground bakeries, which are claimed to be unhealthful, 
the bread absorbing objectionable microbes, Public opinion 
nowadays,.in fact, demands bread that is as nearly germ 
free a& possible. Mixing and kneading machines are used to 
minimize the amount of handling which the dough must 


undergo, and the baked loaves aye put into envelopes of 


paraffin paper to keep the air from getting at them. 
The department of agriculture favors the adoption of a 
law compelling bakers in this country to sell their bread by

Boarders who think with 
shudders of hash may doubt that there is so much waste in 
a boarding house, but it is said to be true. 

Fuel is wasted in preparing food, and even then much of 
the food is as bad as wasted, because it is so poorly cooked 
that few can eat it. When the palate is pléased digestion is 
easier, and an attractive dish pleases the esthetic sense; hence 
refinement in dining is almost as necessary as substance. 


Bad Cookery Breeds Intemperance. 

Facts enough have been secured about the nutritive value 
of various foods te justify the attempt to make the best ones 
and the best ways of preparing them more popular. It sounds 
absurd to say that there is a direct relation between bad 
cooking and vice, crime, divoree, disease, and insanity, but 
it is a solemn truth that such relationship exists. Especially 


is evil cooking responsible in a considerable degree for the 


intemperance that abounds in the poorer sections in the city. 
The apostles of good cooking say the use of drinks in these 
less favored regions of the city comes largely because of the 
unsatisfied condition of the man’s stomach. After his break- 
fast of cabbage boiled with pork, his saleratus biscuits, his 
eoffee, that hag had the life boiled out of it for half an hour,

It is a pretty sight to walk into the office of this factory 
and see the samples scattered about—here a cluster of Jacques 
and there a spray of bluish roses looking as if they had just 
been gathered; but if Romeo were here he could not claim 
that a rose by any other name would smell as sweet, for 
these roses have no odor. 

The roses are made in a long, light apartment back of the 
office. Here about twenty-five girls ate employed, who are 
paid from $5 to $7 a week, according to the skill and rapidity 
with which they work. The hours are from 8 a. m. to 5:30 
p. m., and the season lasts all the year. | 

The girls sit at a long table facing the light; some cut out 
the petals, others make the green leaves, while the more 
skiliful workers. finish the spray by adjusting the completed 
rose and twisting all on a wire stem. As each one finishes her 
work she hangs it on a rope passing over the center of the 
table. The effect is pretty, giving the room the appearance of 
being decorated with garlands of roges. | : 

The first process in flowet making is the cutting of the 
leaves and petals, the operator being a man of some degree of 
huskiness, cutting through half a dozen thicknesses of the 
material with any one of the 200 stamps used for the purpose. 
These stamps, or dies, are used against a block of lead, and 
save where the material is for mourning wear the cloth is 
‘snow white. | 

Velvet, muslin, silk, and plush are the ‘standard materials 
for petals and leaves, the leaves for the most part being piain 
muslin stiffly starched.’ When the dies have cut the leaves 
and petals in white they are taken to the dyeing vats, where 
the apaline colors are mixed into nearly seventy shadeg and 
tints: and hues. More expert work is required here than in 
any other department of flower making. Brilliancy in color- 
ing is a necessity in almost every flower that is produced, and 
with this end in view the mixing of the dyes becomes a fine 
art. Any flower in the most extensive of florists’ catalogues 
is produced second only to nature in its colorings. 

But as to the flower most difficult of production to the 
worker's satisfaction, the American beauty ‘rose is pre- 
eminent. This is not so much from the requirements of petal | 
coloring as from the necessity of turning out the flower in 
the fullness of its blossoming. The petals in this roval rose 


_ are larger and of coarser texture and perfection of arrange-

ment in leaves and petals becomes dowbly i:nportoznt |

Taking the statistics of Chicago as they have been pre- 
pared by the board of health, the rate of infant mortality in 
the nursing period and the rate of child mortality under 5 
years old, which includes the milk feeding period, are both 
closely related to the regulation of the milk supply of the city 
as contemplated in the ordinance of 1893. or j 
For instance, in 1893 the department had before it sam- 
ples of milk below grade averaging 43.4 per cent of the total 
milk supply; in 1900 this enormous amount of below grade 
milk was reduced to only 7.7 per cent. In this seven year 
period the death rate of children under 1 year old was re- 
duced from 29.5 per cent of the total deaths between 1886 and 
1892 to 25.6 per cent; and between 1 and 5 years the rate was 
reduced from 17.3 per cent in this first period to 13.4 per cent 
in the second. Summing up these percentages into population 
figures 13,020 children’s lives were saved to Chicago, which 
under the period between 1886 and 1892 would have been 
sacrificed to ignorance and insanitary conditions. 
Antitoxin as applied in cases of diphtheria has been one 
of the great agents in the preservation of infant life tn Chi- 
cago. Vaccination has been another; knowledge of the dan- 
gers of measles and whooping cough has been another; a ce:- 
tain marked disposition of some diseases to decrease in viru-

; HOW TO RAISE TIMOTHY HAY. 


Prof. Frogroe Dibbins of the 


Alaska Agricultural college.) 


HE word “ timothy "’ comes from 
the Greek word “ Timos,”’ mean- 
ing cow, and .the Hebrew word 

*thyos,”” meaning food, cow food, thus 
ghowing that the ancient Babylonians 
had a. g00d knowledge of this plant 
and its uses. Dried timothy hay has 
heen found ina good state of preserva- 
dion in the ruins of Pompeii, in the 

pyraniids of Egypt, 
and in the Acropolis 
at Athens. This grass 
belongs to the natural 
order composite, hav- 
ing three spiked 
stamens radiating 
from a central.calyx, 
and a dicotelydenous 
seed pod, with embry- 
onic fascules depend- 
ing from the amor- 
phous stigma. It is 
important for the 
farmers to know this, 
because without this 
knowledge their hogs 
might die of cholera, their chick- 
ens of pip, and their children of mumps. 
The scientific name of the grass is 
“Rhus toxicodendron.” This is also 
an important point for the farmer to 
know. In t, I have known of a 
farmer who learned this fact early 
in the spring and who used to repeat 


it to himself as he weeded his timothy.»

was several inches taller than when he > 
‘first learned the name. : 


So ydu see, my friends; how much 
more important it is that we turn

foot under that method of cultivation 
will be worth fully 8 cents. 

Now take a small sized brad awl or 
large knitting needle, a pair of smoked 


glasses to protect the eyes from the 


sun, and a small padded board to kneel 
on. With this apparatus proceed to the 
northwest corner of the field, making 
synall holes 31 millimeters in depth, 
and dropping in each one a timothy 
seed, being careful to have the top of 
the seed on the top and the bottom of 
the seed on the bottom. You can easily 
tell this, because when the bottom of 
the seed is the larger the top will be 
the smaller end, and vice versa. 

After placing the seed carefully in 
place, press the earth into-+the hote, and 
flace a smal stone on top to mark 
the place. 

One active man can go over several 
square feet in a day, and a dozen men 
or young boys, if they commence easly 
ir March, can plant ae forty acre field by 
the end of November. It te well to 
have a five year lease in raising timo- 
thy hay in this manner. 

It is beneficial before the sproute 
make their appearance to dig them up 
now and then and see whether they are 
growing right end up. It would be un- 


fortunate to have the hay end grow. 


down and the root make its appear- 
ance above ground. If, on taking a 
seed up several times and turning it 


right side up, it still persists in grow- 


ing wrong, place it in a small pill bottle 
and plant it again, and then both ends 
will have to grow up. |

and long enough, should have a large 


crop of timothy hay, or something else.. | 


It only remaine in closing to add that 
some persons claim that the best way 
to raise timothy hay is with a pitch- 
fork, but they. are mistaken.
